Finance. 

The Balance Sheet of the Board, original Endowment, shows a 
surplus of £7,194 lGs. 5c?., in respect of the year 1892 (including 
a sum of £S12 10s, Income Tax, to he refunded), subject to 
liabilities estimated at about £200. 



In connection with this surplus, it is to he borne in mind that 
the interest, 3} per cent., paid to the Board on their original 
Endowment (£1,000,000), was guaranteed by the Treasury for 
eighteen yearn only, of which period fourteen years have already 
expired. The Board must, therefore, be prepared for a consider- 
able reduction in their income from that Endowment at an early 
date. 



The Local Taxation Account of the Board (see Table VIII.) 
shows that the expenditure out of that account for the year 
1892 amounted to £18,314 16.s. It/., as against £5,097 2s. 8 d. 
expended out of the same account in the year 1891. The 
increase in expenditure on this account, £13,257 13s. 5 cl, is the 
effect of the operation, during their first year, of the Rules sealed 
on the 7th day of June, 1892, by which the rates of Results Fees 
were increased. 

The Board have made, with the approval of your Excellencv, 
new Buies, to come into operation in 1S94, increasing the rates of 
certain of the Results Fees as far as, with then* present knowledge, 
they thought it prudent to do so with a reasonable hope of being 
able to continue such increased rates. 

The full effect of this increase upon expenditure will not be 
seen until those Rules have been at least four years in operation, 
as it may be expected to induce managers of schools to present 
an increased number of pupils for examination, and with the 
number of passes the Besults Fees earned, and the amounts 
payable for Money Brizes and Exhibitions must increase. The 
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increase in the number of passes in the Preparatory and Junior 
Grades, will also lead to an additional number of students being 
prepared for the Middle and Senior Grade Examinations in future 
years. The expenses attending the examinations must also 
increase to some extent with any marked increase in the number 
of students to he examined. A considerable increase of expen- 
diture will thus occur in 1893, both in the original Endowment 
and in the Local Taxation Account, and a further increase may 
he looked for in the next few years. 

Education. 

In the year 1892 an examination was held, for the first time, 
ill the new Preparatory Grade as provided by the Eules prepared 
by the Board under the Local Taxation (Customs and Excise) 
Act, 1890, Section S, ii. 

In order to be eligible for examination in this Grade students 
must he over twelve and under fourteen years of age on the 1st 
day of June preceding the examination. 

The conditions of passing the examination in this Grade were as 
follows : — 

" In the case of Boys, no student shall obtain credit for the 
examination generally in the Preparatory Grade, nor shall his 
name be published in the Schedule of Results, unless he pass in 
at least four subjects, in which must he included one subject from 
each of the following groups, viz : — 

“ (A! — (1) Greek; (2) Latin; (3) French ; (4) German; 

(5) Italian. 

. “ (B) — (1) Euclid; (2) Arithmetic; (3) Algebra. 

“ In the case of Girls in the Preparatory Grade, it will he 
necessary and sufficient to pass in one subject from group (A), in 
English, and in any two other Subjects of the Programme.” 
(Rule 14). 

We are pleased to he able to state that the experiment of 
the establishment of this Grade proved highly successful, 1,428 
Boys, and 391 Girls were examined, of whom 61'2 per cent, and 
47'8 per cent., respectively, passed the examination. 

The answering of the Boys in this Grade was of a high 
character. 

In the Junior, Middle, and Senior Grades of the ordinary 
course, the conditions of passing were the same as in 1891, viz. : — 

“ In the case of Boys, no student shall obtain credit for the 
examination generally, in Grades other than the Preparatory, nor 
shall his name be published in the Schedule of Results, unless 
he pass in at least four subjects, to each of which not less than 500 
marks arc assigned, in which must be included one subject from 
each of the following groups, viz, 
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"(A.)— (1) Greek; (2) Latin; (3) French; (4) German; 

(5) Italian ; (6) Celtic. 

“ (B.)— (1) Euclid ; (2) Arithmetic; (3) Algebra; 4) Plane 
Trigonometry ; (3) Elementary Mechanics ; (6) Algebra 
and Arithmetic (Senior Grade). 

“ In the case of Girls, in all Grades other than the Preparatory, 
it will be necessary and sufficient to pass in one subject from 
group (A), in English, and in any two or more other subjects of 
the Programme to which in the aggregate not less than 1,000 
marks are assigned.” (Rule 15.) 

The standard reached was, in the case of boys, almost identical 
with that in 1891, the proportion per cent, of those examined 
who passed the examination generally, in the Ordinary Course, 
being 59 -4. In the case of girls the proportion fell from 59'5 to 
53'5, but this result was partly due to the inferior answering of 
the girls in the Preparatory Grade, of whom 47'8 per cent, passed, 
while in the case of boys 61'2 per cent, passed in the same Grade. 

In the Commercial Course, examinations were held of students 
in the Middle Grade for the second time, and in the Senior Grade 
for the first time. 

Only thirteen boys presented themselves for examination in the 
Middle Grade, and three in the Senior Grade. ' No girls presented 
themselves for examination. 

The results were unsatisfactory, no student having passed the 
examination in either Grade. 

Under these circumstances the Commercial Course as a separate 
course has been abolished by the Board, but Commercial sub- 
jects have been introduced into the general programme. 

Detailed information respecting the character of the answering 
in the different subjects, which on the whole must be considered 
satisfactory, will be found in the .extracts from the Reports 
of the Examiners (Appendix III.)*

EXAMINERS, 1S02. 



GREEK. 

Preparatory Grade. — First Paper. 

Report of R. Y. Tyrrell, D.Litt. 

The answering was good. The paper, however, was extremely elemen- 
tary, and the Examiner allowed credit for any kind of knowledge 
however fragmentary. 



Junior Grade. — First Paper. 

Report of 11. Y. Tyrrell, D.Litt. 

The knowledge of Lucian was very good, and considerable excellence 
was expected by the Examiner, who visited heavily any want of 
familiarity with so short a course. No credit was given to candidates 
who failed to comply with the direction to take the Greek and English 
word for word in part of the first passage ; but this failure did not; 
influence the Examiner’s mark in the other passages, except in making 
him watch more closely for signs of the translation having been learned 
by heart. A reference to the answering on the rest of the paper settled 
this question. 

The questions worst done were 3 and 4. The great majority of the 
candidates were completely unable even to refer to their proper verbs 
forms occurring in the short course prescribed for their study. The 
composition showed an improvement on former years. 

I would suggest to teachers to insist on their pupils parsing all the 
rare forms occurring in the prescribed course. A great many candi- 
dates did not know the meaning of the words “ give the moods of ” 
such and such verbs, and gave the tenses of the indicative instead, 
while others left out two or throe moods in tlieir answers. 



Middle Grade — First Paper. — Boys. 

Report of W. J, M. Starkie, m.a. 

The grammar questions were on tho whole well answered. The 
translations of the sentences set for composition were disappointing. 
Many candidates were unable to write down the commonest Greek 
words correctly, and almost all displayed a strange forgetfulness of the 
simplest rules of syntax, which, as was proved by their answering in 
grammar, must have been quite familiar to them. The translations of 
the prepared work were of great merit. It would be well that teachers 
should encourage tlieir pupils to learn by heart a few lines of Greek 
daily. There is no more rapid method of familiarizing students with 
the peculiarities of Greek style and idiom. 
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Report of the Intermediate 



Senior Grade. — First Paper. 

Report of R. Y. Tyrrell, D.Litt. 

The prescribed translation was well done, but the parsing, os in the 
Junior Grade, was the worst part of the answering. 

The composition was, I think, as a rule better than X remember it to 
have been. 



Preparatory Grade — Second 'Paper. — Boys. 

Report of W. J. M. Starkie, m.a. 

The knowledge of Greek possessed by the candidates in this grade 
contrasts very favourably with that displayed by the candidates in the 
Junior Grade. The translations from Xenophon were on the whole 
better done, and the attempts to grasp the general sense of the unpre- 
pared passage move promising. Indeed the general answering was most 
creditable, considering the age of the candidates. The questions on 
history were admirably answered. 



Junior Grade — Second Paper. — Boys. 

Report of W. J. M. Starkie, m.a. 

The answering on this paper was most unsatisfactory, and quite below 
the average of recent years. Even the prepared passages were badly 
translated. Many candidates appeared to have learned a translation by 
heart, and to have written the rendering down with little or no reference 
to the text. The attempts to extract sense out of the unprepared 
passage were not, in general, very successful, hut some candidates 
displayed a grasp of the general sense that was most promising. The 
questions on history were on the whole well answered. 



Middle Grade. — Second Paper. 

Report of R. Y. Tyrrell, D.Litt. 

The pieces from the prescribed book of the Hellenica were very well 
done. Any want of preparation here was visited heavily. 

The unprescribed piece in prose was excellently done ; but the 
attempts at reading the piece from Homer (unprescribed) were uni- 
formly wretched, though the passage was quite simple, not containing 
a rare word or a difficult phrase. The Examiner marked easily here, 
giving some credit for any attempt at a version. 

The knowledge of the Homeric vocabulary, even of the commonest 
words, seems in the Middle Grade to be almost nil. 

The answering in history was good, in geography poor. 
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Senior Grade. — Second Paper.— Boys. 

Report of W. J. M. Starkie, m.a. 

Teachers and students are to be congratulated on the excellent stylo 
tn which this paper lias been answered. The renderings of the pre- 
pared passages in most cases were admirable alike in stylo and in 
accuracy. The renderings of the unseen passages were quite satis- 
factory. Indeed the candidates in Greek showed a much firmer grasp 
of the general sense than was shown by the same candidates in 
Latin. 

The questions in history were admirably answered by most candi- 
dates. On the whole, the answering was quite above the average, and 
shows that the standard in Greek is well maintained in the higher 
classes in the schools in this countij. 



LATIN. 

Preparatory Grade. — First Paper. — Boys. 

Report of Arthur Palmer, D.Litt. 

I was greatty struck by the accurate knowledge of grammar displayed 
by a large proportion of the candidates in the Preparatory Grade, a 
knowledge beyond what, might have been expected at the age of the 
candidates. In fact, in grammar, translation, and composition, the 
answering was as good as might have been expected from candidates in 
higher grades. 

The marking sheets will show wliat a large proportion of the candi- 
dates obtained honour marks in grammar and composition compared 
with those who failed or merely passed. 



Junior Grade. — First Paper. — Boys. 

Report of Arthur Conan, m.a., and Philip Sandford, m.a. 

The grammar questions were very well answered, the weakest points 
being questions 4 ( a ) and 5 (a) ; the sentoncos set for correction were well 
done, although in inferior papers there was naturally much guess work. 

The composition was excellently rendered by a large number, and was 
really good in most of tlie papers ; the sentence involving the “indirect 
question,” and the numeral, gave most difficulty. The translation was 
not so well prepared, and this weakness was especially evident in the 
word for word translation ; many students, whose papers were otherwise 
creditable, did not seem to know what was meant by a word for word 
translation, and parsed tlio words, or gave their meanings independently 
like a dictionary, while others showed by their way of talcing the single 
words, that though they caught the sense of a sentence, they were quite 
in the dark as to its construction. 

Tire failure in the word for word translation seems to point to a too 
free use of translations in the schools, which should be checked, 
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Report of the Intermediate 

Middle Grade — First Paper. — Boys. 



Report of Arthur Palmer, D.Litt. 

The examination did not present any new feature. The candidates 
showed, as usual, careful preparation in, and accurate knowledge of, 
grammar and the prescribed course in most instances, as well as a sound 
grinding in Latin Prose Composition. Latin Verse Composition, us 
hitherto, was almost entirely neglected. 



Senior Grade.— First Paper. — Boys. 

Report of P. Sandford, m.a. 

The answering, as a whole, was good ; in some cases, with the excep- 
tion of Verse Composition, excellent. 

The prescribed book (Sallust’s Catilina) had evidently been prepared 
with the greatest care, but many of the renderings seemed to show an ex- 
cessive and unintelligent use of English translations. I would respectfully 
suggest to teachers and students that the Latin text should be mastered 
before a translation is put into the hands of the student, and that then 
only the best should be consulted for the improvement of style and tlio 
elucidation of difficulties ; otherwise the student misses the mental 
training, which is one of the main objects of the study ; and even from 
an examinational point of view, the result is unsatisfactory. The inser- 
tion of an occasional purpureus pannus does not redeem a slovenly and 
incorrect version, and sometimes ruins the structure of the English 
sentence. 

The Prose Composition was fair, in some cases good ; but there was 
too great a tendency to translate the words instead of the sense. If 
teachei's saw how the two short pieces of Latin on the paper were pressed 
into the service of this composition, they would realise the utility of 
studying composition in connection with the Latin text on which the 
students are engaged. 

The Vei'se Composition was extremc-ly poor. Not many students 
attempted it and great leniency had to be exercised in dealing with the 
vei’sions sent in. This is not the fault of the students, as Irish boys gen- 
erally exhibit a facility in acquiring and skill in using tlio art of vei’se 
composition. Regarding the subject merely in view of the Intermediate 
Examinations, I would venture to remind teachers that Prosody is 
included under the head of Grammar, and that some students obtained 
the pass percentage who would otherwise have failed, and others the 
honour percentage by means of the marks gained in this subject. 



Senior and Middle Giiade. — Commercial. —First Paper. — Boys. 
Report of Arthur Palmer, D.Litt. 

T examined three candidates in the Commercial Course, Senior Grade. 
and seven in the same Course, Middle Grade. 

The answering was extremely bad, only one candidate, I believe, 
qualifying for a Pass on any paper. 
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Pru i* a rat o hy Grade.— Second Paver. —Boys. 

Report of Rev. J. P>. Armour, m.a., and Rev. Jeremiah Crowe. 

The second paper for the Preparatory G ratio consisted of questions in 
Roman History and passages of unseen Latin for translation. Wo 
have great pleasure in stating that tho six hundred and ninety-seven 
papers sent us reached a high standard of excellence; and were as good, 
considering wliat one may expect from hoys so young, as thoso of any 
grade we have over examined. Them were very few blauks, and the 
number of papers really well done was very large. 

The unseen passages were, as a rule, translated with accuracy and 
in good style. This result wo consider highly satisfactory as showing 
a sound knowledge of tho language, and is very creditable to teachers, 
and to students so young. The answering in Roman History was good 
all round ; but the question in geography was answered in few cases 
only, thus shewing neglect in this matter. 

We would suggest that more attention be paid to the geography arising 
out of the Roman History ; otherwise it will be (liJticulfc in this regard 
to avoid the charge of cramming. It would ho very desirable that 
students should use maps and atlases in their preparation for examina- 
tion in history ; it is only then events will become to them something 
more than mere names. Perhaps in a large number of cases sufficient 
practice has not been given to students in writing out answors to test 
questions, and thus teaching them to iix their minds on the question 
proposed, and to answer it only. A little more attention to neatness 
and to what we may call tho form of the answers would have an 
educational value, especially in tlio Preparatory Grade, 



Junior Grade — Second Paper.— Boys. 

Report of Rev. Jeremiah Crowe and Rev. Joseph MTIory. 

The answering was on tho whole good. Perhaps the percentage of 
"boys who wrote nothing was rather large. 

The prescribed author appeared to be carefully prepared, though there 
was evidence in some cases of the too free use of planted translations. 
The questions in grammar and parsing wore fairly well answered, not, 
however, quite up to iast year’s standard. The translation of the un- 
prescribed passage of Latin prose was satisfactory all round ; but the 
passage of poetry was rarely attempted, and when attempted, in many 
papes a failure. The Roman History questions were very satisfactorily 
.answered. The reverse must be saitl of the questions in Geography. 

While we are strongly of opinion that more attention ought be given, 
both by teachers and students, to parsing and analysis, we are aware 
from experience that very much cannot be hoped for in this matter from 
Junior Grade students. It appears to us desirable that students be 
better trained to neatness and form in setting down answers, especially 
to questions in grammar and parsing. This result among others may 
best be attained by giving more practice to written examinations in 
mie schools,

Report of the Intermediate 

Middle Grade. — Second Paper. — Boys. 

Report of Rev. J. B. Armour, m.a. 

Almost every student tried every question on this paper The answer- 
ing was very good all round, and was of a more satisfactory kind than that 
of tko same grade in any previous year. The improvement in stylo 
and accuracy, compared with six years ago, is marked. The scoring in 
Roman History, Scansion, and the Unseen Passages, especially the 
prose passage, was very high. The only part of the paper which was 
unsatisfactory was the simple parsing of the words. 



Senior Grade.— Second Paper.— Boys and Girls. 

Report of W. J. M. Staukie, m.a. 

The translations of the passages from Ovid were on the whole 
excellent, showing great accuracy and considerable command of style. 
The questions on the prepared work were well answered. The 
historical knowledge of the candidates was above the average, but tho 
questions on Roman Literature were in most cases not attempted. 

The translation of the unprepared passages were most disappointing. 
Few candidates thought it necessary ho give a connected sense to the 
passages, indeed in most cases not a word of sense could be extracted 
from the renderings given. 

It is lamentable that candidates, who exhibit considerable scholar- 
ship in translating the prepared work, should fail utterly to grasp the 
drift of a simple passage, which they have not read. This incapacity 
is due, no doubt, to the general use of translations. It would be well 
that teachers should discourago their use as far as possible. 



Preparatory Grade. — First Paper. — Girls. 

Report of P. Saxdeokd, m.a. 

The answering in this grade was, on the whole, satisfactory. There 
wore some excellent papers, and few that did not show some honest 
attempt at learning Latin Grammar, and the prescribed book. 
Students should remember that Parsing a word implies telling not only 
what it is, but why it is put into its special form. There were but few 
who obtained full marks for Question 9, and the translation often 
showed that the construction of the words given to be parsed was not 
understood. If more attention were paid to examining the structure 
of ordinary easy Latin sentences the need for translations would not 
be so much felt, and the students’ English, as well as Latin Grammar 
and Composition, would be improved. The neatness, clearness, 
and general style of a large number of the papers prove that many of 
the girls’ schools arc making successful use of Latin us a powerful 
instrument for teaching. 
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Junior Grade. — First Paper. — Girls. 

Report of P. Sandford, m.a. 

Some of tlie papers were promising, but, as a rule, tlie answering ot 
the junior girls fell below that of the junior boys, except in translation. 
The inferiority was most marked in composition. The accidence was 
fairly done, but the answers to the questions on Syntax sometimes 
showed a hazy recollection of rules never understood. 

The word for word translation brought into view many weaknesses, 
and seemed to betray an unintelligent use of English translations, very 
injurious to junior students. I would suggest that a question on the 
scansion of the verse author prescribed be inserted amongst those 
which count towards a “ pass ” in Grammar. To read as prose “ The 
wiclder of the stateliest measure ever moulded by the lips of man,” is 
humiliating. If teachers would insist on the Latin being read aloud 
correctly and intelligently, it would result not only in increased in- 
terest and pleasure to all concerned, but, 1 believe, in a considerable 
saving of time. 



Middle Grade. — First Paper. — Girls. 

Report of P. Sandford, m.a. 

The Grammar of the Middle Grade Girls was fair. There were good 
papers sent in, and not many betrayed hopeless stupidity or radically 
bad teaching. In most was evinced the acquisition of habits of accurate 
thought and clear logical statement that will stand tho writers in good 
stead, far beyond the sphere of Latin Grammar. lu Prosody the 
teaching seems to be lamentably deficient. As a fact in itself, and for 
educational training, the difference between v Sni and veni is as interest- 
ing and important as the difference between qnestus and quaestus ; and 
to read a Latin poet without any attempt to understand tho metre, is 
little short of intellectual degradation. In Prose Composition tlie 
detached sentences were, as a rule, much better done than the con- 
tinuous prose, though the latter occasionally showed promise. The 
candidates seemed scarcely to realize that they possessed probably a 
sufficient vocabulary to give an adequate rendering of the ideas when 
turned into Latin form. The Verse Composition, in spite of tlie full 
and literal paraphrase that was given, was attempted by very few. The 
two Latin passages, neither of them easy, were as a rule, well ancl 
accurately rendered ; and the questions on the text answered in a way 
that showed that the prescribed work was well studied in good text 
books. 



Senior Grade. — First Paper.— Girls. 

Report of P. Sandford, m.a. 

I would beg to refer to the remarks made on the answering of the 
Senior Grade Boys, most of which apply equally to the Senior Girls. 
The prescribed book was as carefully prepared, and tho translation as 
S°°d, if not better, but the Prose Composition was decidedly worse.

This appeared due not only to the enfeebling use of translations, but to 
the want of practice (in girls’ schools), in writing continuous prose. 
Occasional re-translations into Latin of the girls’ own versions of portions 
of the author would not require much time, and should be productive 
of good results, for the papers showed no lack of intelligence. A fair 
number made marks on the question in Prosody, though there were many 
hopeless attempts to scan Pentameters as Hexameters. It is but just to 
observe than some stopped short when they saw the horrors produced 
in this process. Scarcely any attempted Verse Composition, though 
there were 'some who knew quite enough of the fundamental laws of 
metre to enable them, with a little practice, to score well in this subject. 
The Grammar questions were, as a rule, well answered. Almost all the 
papers were well written, and extremely neat; and this remark 
applies to the majority of the girls’ answer-books that L examined. 



Preparatory Grade — Second Paper — Girls, 

Report of Rev. Jeremiah Ciiowe. 

I have to report the answering as generally satisfactory. "What I 
have said in my report on the Preparatory Grade (Boys) will apply 
here, and I have nothing more to add, except to say that the papers in 
this Grade were neater than those of the boys in the same Grade 
though not ifp to their standard of knowledge. 



Junior Grade — Second Paper — Girls. 

Report of Rev. J eremiaii Crowe. 

The answering was, as a rule, satisfactory. The remarks I have made in 
my report on the J unior Grade (Boys) will apply here, except that I 
cannot make any comparison with the answering on any former occasion, 
not having previously examined in this grade. 



Middle Grade — Second Paper — Girls. 

Report of Rev. J eremiaii Crowe. 

I have much pleasure instating that the Answer Books examined by 
me in this Grade showed a high standard of excellence. The text of the 
prescribed author was carefully and intelligently prepared ; the questions 
on Grammar and Parsing were generally well done. The scansion was 
somewhat defective. The Roman History questions were, with few 
exceptions, satisfactorily answered, but the Geography questions were, 
I am sorry to say, quite the reverse. 

It appears to me desirable that a little more attention be r>aid tq 
scansion ; it would fend to a better appreciation of the Poets, 
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FRENCH. 

Senior Grade. — Boys. 

Report of Paul Barrier. 

The answers sent in by the Senior Boys exhibit a less satisfactory 
standard of proficiency than do those of the Senior Girls. Their knowledge 
of grammar is unsatisfactory, and they are weak in idioms, and poor in 
composition. They did the prepared translation well. In the unpre- 
pared translation a great many of them were unable to do it satisfactorily ; 
from their extraordinary want of words, they relied on the most reckless 
and, in Borne cases, most absurd guesswork. 

In the accidence the use of the definite article is not understood at 
all. I would point out, as I do for “ the Senior Girls,” that the paat 
tenses, imperfect, perfect, perfect with “ have,” as met with in the 
“ Prose Composition,” are very imperfectly understood. The meaning 
which the place of adjectives gives to the noun they qualify — une simple 
inscription — une inscription simple — is overlooked by candidates. The 
translation of passages B and C of question 10 unprescribed French 
poetry) pointed to a weak acquaintance with inversion in the natural 
order of words in Poetical Composition. 



Middle Giude.^Boys. 

Report of Bryan L. O’Donnell. 

The answering of candidates ill this grade shows on the whole that 
their attention lias been mainly directed to the preparation of pre- 
scribed authors, and to the study of the elementary portions of the 
Grammar. In such questions as may be termed “ book questions” 
the answering is fairly good, but in many instances the candidates have 
displayed gross ignorance in answering original questions, or indeed 
questions dealing with Syntax. 

The passages for translation into French lmve been very badly done, 
with few exceptions, and the unprescribed passages for translation into 
English have not produced any brilliant work. 

I would suggest to teticlicrs the advisability of directing their efforts 
to imparting a better knowledge of Syntax to their students. They 
Bhould also set and correct a French Composition two or three times a 
week. The students would then acquire a knowledge of the vocabulary, 
and would need far less time for the preparation of their prescribed 
authors. Fronch Composition is a most important factor in this and 
in higher examinations, and it is obvious that unless students are cave- 
fully trained to it, they cannot be expected to obtain high marks when 
required to translate at sight, without the help of a grammar or of a 
dictionary.

Junior Grade — Boys. 

Beport of Eev. J. F. Hogan, Edmond J. M'Weenby, m.a., Charles W . 
Egerton, m.a. 

The standard of answering of tlio Junior Grade students this year was 
scarcely satisfactory. Tlie questions on accentuation and pronunciation 
were answered exceedingly badly by nearly all students. The other 
questions of the grammar section were fairly well answered by a large 
number of the candidates, though many of them lost marks through, 
sheer carelessness — not reading over the questions with sufficient 
attention. Thus, in question 2 (a), the feminine singular was given 
instead of the feminine plural by quite a large number of candidates, 
while many — asked for the preterite indicative of ecrire and tho present 
subjunctive of naUrc — gave the preterite indicative of both verbs. 

The attempts at composition were bad, with very few exceptions. 
Even in cases where candidates had a fair vocabulary, they generally 
exhibited gross ignorance of grammatical construction. 

The translations from Sans Famitte showed careful preparation as far 
as the mere vocabulary went, but candidates woro not sufficiently careful 
in translating tlie French into grammatical English La Belle Nivcrnaise 
was not so well done j indeed many candidates showed no sign of 
having read it at all. 

The unseen translation was well done by a few candidates, but in 
most cases very weak. 

The failures of many candidates were due apparently to • the fact 
that the candidates had been learning French for a very short time. 
Teachers cannot impress on their pupils too strongly tho importance of 
beginning the study of a modern language at an early age. 

It would be well, too, if they were to insist on pupils translating 
their French into idiomatic English. 



Preparatory Grade— Boys. 

Beport of Bev. J. F. Hogan, Edmond J. M'Weeney, m.a., 
Charles W. Egerton, m.a. 

The answering in the Preparatory Grade was, as a rule, good and 
promising. As regards knowledge of French orthography and 
grammar (with the exception of question 5), as well as in general 
intelligence, the candidates compare favourably with the boys in the 
junior grade. 

The translation was well done so far as the accuracy of the rendering 
was concerned, but the English, into which the passages were translated, 
was not always grammatical. 

Tlie weak points exhibited in tlie grammar section might be obviated 
by the teachers making tho students retranslate into French vivd voce 
passages which they have already translated from French, making them 
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substitute present tense for past tense, singular for plural, &c. This 
would also give them facility in composition. The greatest care should 
be taken that the English into which the pupils translate Trench is 
idiomatic. 

We beg to recommend that increased attention be given by teachers and 
pupils to French composition. The vast majority of the students sent 
up attempts which were utterly devoid of grammar or even of common 
sense. 



Senior Grade. — Girls. 

Report of Paul Barker. 

The answers which the Senior Girls sent in on Grammar are on a 
par with those of the Junior, I mean excellent, considering the graduated 
standard of difficulties. Over 50 per cent, obtained more than half 
the marks for the pros© composition, whilst of the Senior Boys, only *21 
per cent, obtained that standard. 

The weakest point in the accidence answers has been the use of the 
definite article. 

The colloquial sentences exhibited an acquaintance with living idio- 
matic French, which goes far to prove that the practical side of a living 
language is gaining ground with the rise of Intermediate Education in 
Ireland. 

I would point out also that the uses of past tenses, imperfect, perfect, 
perfect with “ have,” as met with in the prose composition, are very 
imperfectly understood. The meaning which the place of adjectives gives 
to the noun they qualify — “une simple inscription — tine inscription 
simple ” — appears to be overlooked by candidates. 

The answers on the prepared work papers, which were very searching 
ones, were highly satisfactory. The subjects must have been very care- 
fully prepared and studied, as the candidates universally exjdained the 
characters referred to in the question 9. The translation of passages 
B and C of question 10 (unprescribed French poetry) pointed to a 
weak acquaintance with inversion in the natural order of words in 
poetical composition. 



Middle Grade. — Girls 
Report of Bryan L. O’Donnell. 

There is a decided improvement in this grade, as compared with the 
answering of the boys, both in knowledge of grammar, and in original 
work ; though here again it is evident that much time has been, sacrificed 
to the preparation of prescribed authors, which would have proved more 
profitable had it been devoted to the study of Syntax, and to the writing 
of compositions. English spelling is also better in this section of the 
Middle Grade. 
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The candidates have lost much time by the very long answers which 
they have given to question 9 (6) : — “ Give a very brief account of 
* Esther.’ ” 

It would be well if teachers could train their students to give clear, 
concise, and short answers, when short answers are demanded, instead 
of writing numberless sheets, the intrinsic value of which must be very 
small. 

Candidates in this section have the strange habit of answering ques- 
tions out of their order, and even in some cases of answering the half of 
a question on page 1, and the other half on page 9, 10, or 11. 

This often entails a correction or an alteration in the marks already 
allotted, and is as needless a course as it is irregular. 



Junior Grade. — Girls. 

Report of Paul Barrier. 

The results of my examining work are so satisfactory that I have 
very lew faults to find witli the answers. The Accidence has been remark- 
ably good all round. With the exception of question 3, and the first 
part of question 4, this part of the papers is highly creditable for its 
even results. I would like, however, to point out that the question on 
accents has been the weakest point of the candidates’ answers. The 
laws of the reinforcement of the vowel “ E,” either by the help of 
“ accent,” or by the redoubling of consonants, are evidently not under- 
stood by the candidates. This feature of .French accidence claims more 
attention than it has had on the part of teachers and scholars. 

The translation of the colloquial sentences of the prose composition 
section sustains the character of the answers on accidence. 

On the other hand, the continuous passage for “ Prose composition ” 
has been, on the whole, badly done. 

Respecting the reinforcement of the letter “ e,” there is not a better 
exercise than tbe proper handling of the verbs of the first conjugation 
that end in eler, eter , tiger, &c., Ac. 

Contrasting the answers of this year’s candidates with those I exa- 
mined in previous years, I cannot help oxpressing my sense of admira- 
tion at the progress exhibited by the papers. Formerly I used to have 
many almost blank papers ; 1 cannot say that such is the case now. 



Preparatory Grade— Girls. 

Report of Bryan L. O 5 Donnell. 

Much creditable work has been done in this grade > but I am com- 
pelled to make the same reservations in this as in the Middle Grade, 
with regard to the almost complete absence of what I may term original 
production. 

The compositions were so poor, that I question if many of the candi- 
dates had ever been given one to do before, In numerous instances 
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candidates did not even try to construe a single sentence into French, 
and yet they answered satisfactorily in grammar, and were able to score 
80 per cent, on the prescribed authors. 

In question 7, Composition, the short sentences b, c, d, e, were 
easy, and yet a good many students were unable to do them justice. 

J must conclude that this portion of their education did not receive 
proper attention. This again is proved by their inability to change 
the affirmative sentences in question 5 (6), into the negative form. 



Middle Grade. — Boys. 

Commercial French. 

Report of Paul Barbier. 

The candidates that obtained distinction in Commercial French are 
also those who obtained most marks on the grammar and literary sides 
of their questions. 

Taken altogether, one is somewhat disappointed with the poor results 
of the answers sent in on grammar and composition. These commercial 
papers are with three or four exceptions the worst papers I have 
examined. The candidates are not properly prepared. There seems 
to be a want of teaching power. 



ENGLISH. 

Senior Grade — First Paper-Boys. 

Beport of James Murphy. 

Composition . — The compositions all round have been very good. In 
many cases they have displayed striking power and ability. I lmve 
been, extremely well pleased with these papers. 

Grammar , — I had expected better answering in this subject. 
Question 4, which was a question dealing with the “ tenses” — one of 
the groundworks of the grammar and language — was missed often n* 
than I should have thought. More accurate knowledge also might have 
been shown in the matter of analysis. 

Shakespeare . — A very good knowledge of Richard II. was manifested, 
both in the answers to the questions and in the essays. A good deal 
of attention seems to have been given to this subject, and with excellent 
results. 



Middle Grade. — First Paper — Boys. 

Report of Daniel Croly, m.a. 

The First Paper of the Middle Grade included (1) Composition ; 
(2) Grammar and Analysis \ (3) Milton — Paradise Lost , Book VII., 
L Allegro , and II Penseroso. 

The Essays showed a marked improvement on those of last year, 
and. very few of the candidates displayed the lack of intelligence in 
their treatment of the subjects of which I had then to complain. 
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In grammar four of ilie questions were well answered, although with 
not sufficient accuracy and completeness in many cases, but there was 
an almost general break-down in analysis. The chief faults of those 
students who exhibited any acquaintance with the subject were a 
tendency to expand phrases into clauses by supplying words “ under- 
stood,” and the description of certain clauses ns adverbial or 
adjectival without specifying the clause and part of the clause to 
which they were subordinate. 

The answering on the selected portions of Milton was exceedingly 
good all round, yet it may not bo out of place to call attention to a 
defect in the treatment of one question. The candidates wore invited 
to write brief explanatory notes on the italicised words in certain 
quotations, and to explain the references in each passage. The notes 
were given almost verbatim from the notes of the ordinary school 
editions, but clear and concise references to the context were few and 
far between. 

The manner in which the answers were turned out, i.a>, the ortho- 
graphy, handwriting, and general method and neatness, was all that 
could he desired. 



Junior Grade.— First Paper. — Boys. 

Report of Daniel Oroly, m.a. ; Rev. James Donnell an, Robert 
Donovan, b.a, ; Henry M. FitzGibdon, m.a.; James Murphy. 

The results of the examination of the Junior Grade Boys in English 
Composition , Grammar , and Scott’s “ Rokcby ” were generally satis- 
factory. There was a small number of the candidates who did not seem 
to possess the elementary knowledge necessary as a preliminary to 
en trance into the classes of an Intermediate School. But neglecting these, 
the general level of the answering was fairly high, while in very many 
instances it was excellent. 

The test in English Composition showed that the majority of the candi- 
dates were fairly well trained in English writing. Comparatively few 
failed ; and among those that succeeded were many boys who have 
already acquired an easy, fluent, and correct stylo of Composition. The 
essays, however, did not display quite the same amount of intelligence 
as those in previous years. Many students lost marks by not keeping to 
the exact subject chosen ; and others lost marks throughout the paper 
owing to had spelling ; while a great many of the candidates wore un- 
acquainted with the elements of punctuation. Not a few compositions, 
otherwise good, were written without the use of full stops and capital 
letters ; and in the case of the merely average candidates the use of 
capitals was the exception. These observations apply to both the Junior 
Grade and the Preparatory Grade. In both Grades there were instances 
of candidates, who appeared from the general result of the examination 
to be of at least average intelligence, but who seemed to be ignorant of 
the rule for the use of capital letters even in the case of proper names. 
This is a defect which might be easily remedied, but it detracts greatly, 
if not from the real merit of the work, at all events from the impression 
made by it. As to punctuation , the reading of the prescribed authors 
affords teachers the necessary opportunity for instructing their pupils in 
the use of the various points ; but the opportunity does not seem to 
have been availed of in any large degree. 

The answering in Grammar was generally very good, and most of the 
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candidates 'were able to illustrate by example the use of the terms which 
they were asked to define and explain, thus showing that their know- 
ledge of English Grammar was a practical knowledge. In Parsing, 
however, the results of the examination were not so satisfactory, and 
contrasted most unfavourably with the results in the Preparatory Grade. 
Few scored a high percentage c t the marks for Parsing, and among 
those who did score highly some seemed to rely moro on their knowledge 
of Latin Grammar then on Ihoiv knowledge of English. The compara- 
tive failure in Parsing was the chief drawback to the general merit of 
the J unior Grade Papers, and the subjoct does not seem to receive in 
the Junior Grade classes the attention that it deserves. 

Scott’s “ Rokeby ” appears to have been closely and intelligently 
studied and appreciated. 



Preparatory Grade. — First Paper. — Boys. 

Report of Rev. James Donnellan, Robert Donovan, b.a. 
James Murphy. 

Speaking generally, and with reference to the different sections of 
the First Paper in English, the answers reached a very fair level of pro- 
ficiency. There was, however, considerable inequality in the answering 
under the several sections. 

In Composition, the standard reached was not high. The subjects set 
out were, of course, simple, and only simplicity of treatment was to be 
looked for. The number of candidates, however, who proved that they 
could write a connected series of simple English sentences, correct in 
spelling and grammar, and marked by the use of lull stops and capital 
letters, was small. The presence of provincialisms and vulgarisms in 
many of the papers would indicate that in many of the schools as much 
attention is not paid to the practice of English Composition as its prac- 
tical and intrinsic importance suggests. Inferiority marked the com- 
position of many hoys whose answering in grammar and to the questions 
on Scott’s “ Rokeby ” indicated the possession of average, and even 
more than average, intelligence. It is safe to say that if as much time 
were devoted to the practice of English Composition by those students 
as the marks assigned to the subject would warrant, the scoring would 
have been much higher. Moreover, facility in English Composition 
tells in the examination on almost all the subjects in the programme of 
studies, so that the neglect of the practice is greatly to be regretted. A 
notable defect of the Composition in this and in the Junior Grade was 
the ignorance shown of the rules regulating the use of the full stop and 
of capital letters. The remarks made on this point in the report on 
the Junior Grade apply with full force here. 

The answering in Grammar was good. A very large proportion of the 
candidates obtained, high marks in Parsing. The test in parsing was 
by no means too easy, so that the high scoring of so many of the 
Joys was very creditable. The answers to the other questions on 
Grammar displayed familiarity with the grammatical theory also. 

It is unsatisfactory to have to report that in both Composition and 
Grammar marks were lost by the majority of the candidates on account 
of bad spelling. Though the programme of examinations states that 
the exhibition of gross ignorance in English Orthography may disqualify 
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a candidate? altogether, the prevalence of blunders in Orthography leads 
to the belief that the spelling exercise forms too small a part of the pre- 
paration of the candidates in this Grade. The examination papers 
indicate, however, that the exercises in dictation and transcription, 
which are of proved use in the primary schools for the improvement of 
spelling, should not be discontinued in the case of boys in the Pre- 
paratory Grade. The deficiency shown, might, perhaps, be remedied 
by the transcription of passages from the prescribed authors — especially 
the prose authors. The exercise would familiarise the students with 
the text which they are required to study, and it would lead to the 
acquisition of accuracy in spelling and of case of style in English Com 
position. 

The results of the examination in Bcott’s "Rokcby ” were not so 
good as the results of the examination in Grammar. The answering to 
those questions designed to test the candidates’ acquaintance with the 
text and story of the poem was good. But the answers to those ques- 
tions that related to the history of the poem, and to points and references 
in the text, were not so good. No doubt the first qim in the study of 
an author should be to acquire familiarity with liis works, hut the 
opportunity afforded by the minute study of a work such as “ Rokcby” 
for extending the general knowledge of the student, should not be 
altogether lost. 

After so much criticism, it is right to repeat the observation made at 
the beginning of this report, that the general standard of answering was 
creditable to candidates within the limits of age prescribed by the Inter- 
mediate Education Board for the Picparatury Grade. 



Senior Grade. — Second Paper. — Boys. 

Report of Thomas Soratton. 

In this examination, the candidates on the whole did good work ami 
showed that they had studied the subjects with much industry. Burke's 
“French Revolution is certainly a difficult book to master thoroughly. 
This will probably account for the marks not being its high as one could 
wish. 



Middle Grade. — Second Paper. — Boys. 

Report of William Graham. 

In the Middle Grade for the present year the general level of answer- 
ing was perceptibly lower than on the last occasion when I examined in 
this part of the course. The outline map as a rule was not well tilled 
in. It is, however, satisfactory to be able to observe that each of the 
more difficult questions was well treated by some of the better candidates ; 
that the other questions were in general fairly well done ; and that the 
highest individual total of marks obtained was net, I. believe, less than 
that of the former year. 
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J ukioe Grade. — Second Paper. — Boys. 

Report of 0. F. Bastable, m.a., Rev. F. F. Carmichael, ll.d., Henry 
M. FitzGibbon, m.a., Rev. M. Fogarty, Thomas Scratton, b.a. 

In tliis Grade we examined in — 

] . Washington Irving — Selections from the Sketch Book. 

2. English and Irish History. 

3. Geography — Political and Physical. 

(1.) The answering in the sketches of Washington Irving was fairly 
good, though there was a large percentage who seemed not to have 
studied the subject, and accordingly drew oil their imagination in order 
to fill up their papers with some written matter. 

(2.) Of the examination in English and Irish History, it may suffice to 
say that it was equal to the average. 

(3.) We are satisfied with the examination in Political Geography, 
but we regret that we cannot say the same of the answers in Physical 
Geography. The latter subject seems to have been much neglected. 
Indeed, we should have been better pleased to have seen blank papers 
rather than meaningless rubbish, or, at host, guesses in a subject that 
admits of no guessing. 



Preparatory Grade — Second Paper — Boys. 

Report of Rev. F. F. Carmichael, Rev. M, Fogarty, Thomas 
S cRATTON, B.A. 

Making due allowance for the tender age of the students, the answers 
were, perhaps, as good as we could expect. The English History ques- 
tions were fairly answored, hut we cannot say the same of those on 
Irish History. 

In conclusion, we feel it our duty to make some remarks which apply 
to a large number of those whom wc examined, both in the Junior and 
Preparatory Grades, second papers. 

The spelling in the answers was unsatisfactory and the hand- 
writing bad. The answers, particularly in tlie Preparatory Grade, were 
so much crowded together, without stops or capitals, that it was not 
esisy for the examiners to determine to which particular printed question 
the written words referred ; and when the answers were numbered, 
w’hich was by no means always, a wrong number was often affixed. 
Much was wanting in neatness and order, and but scant attention evi- 
dently had been paid to the “ Instructions to Students.” 



Middle Commercial Grade. — First Paper. 

Report of L. E. Steele, m.a. 

With a few exceptions the answering in this grade has been exceed- 
ingly had. 

In the technical tests, via. : — Letter of application for vacant clerkship, 
copying of MS., and composition on a commercial subject, the answers, 
with the above reservation, were disgraceful. 

It is hard to realize how some of the candidates, so inferior in the 
matter of spelling and writing to the average Junior Grade candidate, 
hope to succeed in commercial pursuits. 
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Many did not understand how they were to deal with the MS. ; with 
the result that in several instances the word ‘ copy * was interpreted 
literally, and an actual inartistic attempt to reproduce it as it stood on 
the examination paper was sent in. 

It would be well for future candidates in this grade to devote some 
time to letter-writing and copying of MS. 



Middle Grade. — Commercial. — Second Fateh. 

Report of C. F. Bastahle. 

The answering was decidedly better t.lian that of last year. Some of 
the candidates showed by their papers that they had tried to study tlio 
subjects, though in an imperfect way. 

The chief point to observe in the study of both History and 
Geography from the industrial and commercial sido, is the greater 
generality of the facts dealt with. Instead of such simple matters ns 
dates and striking events, wo have to notice gradual changes that take 
many years for their accomplishment. It is theroforo essential to 
begin by realizing the leading aspects of industry and commerce at the 
opening of the prescribed period, and then to follow their several modi- 
iicntions until at its close they have become, perhaps, altogether different 
The changes in the relative importance of the woollen and cotton in- 
dustries between 1700 and the present time, may be inferred to us a 
good example. 

In like manner the lines of trade and the location of industries in 
different countries aro ever changing, and the teaching of Commercial 
Geography should be directed to showing the direction and causes of 
these movements. Thus the chief seats of production of coal, copper, 
and tea, are not now the same as they were twenty years ago, so that 
what would ho correct then would be wrong now. 

Attention to the influence of geographical position and physical 
features on industry and trade is also to he recommended. The com- 
mercial geography of F ranee is in great measure explained by its river 
system, just as the location of many English industries depends on the 
distribution of her coal deposits. 



Senior Grade. — Flust Paper.— Girls. 

Report of II. M. FjtzGuusok. 

On the whole the answering was remarkably good, and cpiito up lo that 
of former occasions. This was especially the case with respect to 
the Shakspeare questions. There was no question on the paper which 
was not answered, more or less completely, by a large number of 
candidates. In composition the majority selected the Shakspoarcan 
subject, and in many cases dealt with it extremely well. .Spelling and 
grammar were very good. Much general neatness was displayed. The 
answering to question ten showed in some instances a good general 
kno wledge and grasp of the play as a whole ; but in the majority of cases 
the candidates contented themselves with giving quotations. I would 
suggest ( for this Grade) less learning by rote of the words of the text, 
and more study of the meaning. 

I am glad to notice that the habit of learning off by heart the notes 
given in the text books and reproducing them in the answers has almost 
ceased. 
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Middle Grade. — First Paper. — Girls. 

Keport of L. E. Steele, m.a. 

The answering as a whole was good. There was a tendency to spend 
too much time over the compositions, thereby allowing the other ques- 
tions to suffer. The compositions of greatest merit were to be found 
amongst those written on “ Solf-reverence, self-knowledge, self-control, 
these three alone lead life to sovereign power,” and on “ Cardinal 
Wolsey.” Those on “ Punctuality” were poor, and monotonously 
commonplace. 

The two most notable features were, the great improvement on the 
Junior Grade in the matter of punctuntion, and, comparatively speaking, 
the absence of provincialisms and vulgarisms — yet, such vulgarisms as 
“ to come punctual” .and “ does not be acquired,” ought not to appear. 
In some of the compositions, a considerable amount of literary taste 
was exhibited. 

In question 3 of the grammar questions, veiy few gave more than 
one example of “ auxiliary tenses formed by means of am and was? and 
in question 4 “ the use of as and hut as relatives,” was answered by only 
a very few. The parsing was distinctly weak, and the majority failed 
to parse “ ?riat” in ( a ), or “ to impi'ove ” in (d), correctly. The analysis 
was, as a rule, either wholly right or wholly wrong, and was generally 
bad. Several mistook analysis for paraphrase , and answered 
accordingly. 

The papers in the Milton were highly satisfactory — an accurate 
knowledge of the text and geneml bearing of the poems was apparent. 
Question (11) which called for some intelligence, produced most 
failures. The word purport was misunderstood, and the substance of 
the poems frequently given. The meanings of the words L’ Allegro and 
II Penseroso seemed to give trouble — “ the melancholy man ” as the 
translation of the latter being too frequent a mistake. 

The questions which required a textual knowledge of the poems 
were most excellently answered. Question (13) was well answered, 
though the tendency to give tho etymology — in many cases most 
incorrect — of the words, rather than the explanation and paraphrase^ 
was too apparent. 



Juxior Grade. — Girls. — First Paper. 

Keport of L. E. Steele, m.a. 

The answering in this grade was on the whole good, and in many 
individual cases surprisingly excellent. One pleasant feature, from the 
Examiner’s point of view, was the almost uniform excellence of the 
handwriting, and it reflects most creditably on their instructors that 
the small per-centage of only 6 -8 failed in spelling or composition ; as 
does also the orderliness of the papers. 

Of the subjects for English composition, the story of Pip Van Winkle 
was naturally the favourite, but with the result that iu the large 
majority of cases a literal, though intelligent, reproduction of Irving’s 
words was sent in. The subject offered too great temptation to write 
too much, which in several instances obviously affected the time devoted 
to the other questions. The second subject, “Variety’s the very Spice of 
Eire, ’ produced several good and original compositions. The two most 
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striking faults were, an almost universal ignoring of punctuation, and 
the persistent misuse of c shall ’ and ‘ will ’. There was a spi-inkling 
of provincialisms and vulgarisms. 

The answers to the Grammar questions were good, with the exceptions 
of those to question 2 (b), and to question 5 (parsing) — -which latter 
were weak. In question (3), “ inflexion ” was frequently misread 
“reflexive,” and defined accordingly; and too many wore satisfied with 
giving the derivation and not the definition of inflexion. Several ga v e 
the extraordinary definition of strong verbs , “ those which may be used 
without the help of other verbs”; “weak, “those which cannot.” The 
explanations of “adversative conjunction” and “cognate objective” 
gave most trouble. It was pleasant to find grammatical illustrations 
culled from the “ Rokeby.” 

The answers to the questions in “Rokeby” were very good, and showed 
much careful teaching — the least satisfactory were those to question (7), 
which called for some intelligence. In question 8 (b) — “ What simile is 
used to describe Bertram’s conduct 1 ” etc. — simile was not infrequently 
read “smile,” and such answers as “ a frightened smile ” and u a happy 
smile” returned: This and quostion (0), “ Quoto the description of tho 
Phantom Ship” — produced most examples of the want of care on the part 
of candidates in reading the questions before writing the answers, 

In the latter case, a large number gave a p'osc description of tUo 
eliip, instead of the; original, 



Preparatory Grade.— First Paper.— Girls. 

Report of Daniel Croly, M.A. 

The First Paper in the Preparatory Grade dealt with English 
Composition, English Grammar, and Scott’s Rokeby, cantos I. and II. 

The composition wjis, on the whole, very fair. “ The advantages of being 
able to swim” found favour with the largest number, and, while needless 
to say, there were not a few childish attempts, there were many sensible 
compositions written in clear and grammatical language. Candidates 
who chose “the Career of Bertram of Risingham down to his arrival 
nb Barnard Castle,” with a few exceptions showed a thorough knowledge 
of Rokeby, one of the prescribed literary works, and at the same time 
their ability to sketch his career in their own words. The punctuation 
cf the essays varied between two extremes ; it was either very correct 
or execrably bad. The spelling was on the average good, and the 
handwriting and general form were all that could reasonably be 
expected. 

The answering in grammar showed, I consider, an improvement. 
Yet there is still much to be desired in the way of accuracy of definition 
and the quotation of correct examples in illustrating answers. 

The parsing was fairly well done, but the old disinclination to comply 
with the direction “ parse fully” continues to prevail. 

Little need be said about the answering to the questions on Rokeby. 
It had evidently been committed carefully to memory as had also the 
notes of the ordinary school texts, but where the intelligence and not 
tl*e memory was put to the test, the result was not so satisfactory. 
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Senior Grade— Second Paper — Girls. 

Report of H. J. Allen,.m.a. 

I examined the Senior Grade (Girls) in Burke’s Reflections on the 
French Revolution, the Geography of America, ancl English History 
and Literature. 

The answering on the Burke was very poor. Though there was evi- 
dence that the Burke had been read, the students for the most part 
seemed to have but slightly grasped the purport of the questions. The 
answers to questions 1, 3, and 4, were very fin* from satisfactory; while 
with regard to question 0, an almost total lack of appreciation of the 
meaning of the word “ criticise ” was apparent. Students seemed to 
consider a request to criticise Burke’s attitude towards the Revolution as 
equivalent to a desire for information as to what that attitude was. 

With regard to the other subjects, there is not much that oalls for 
notice. A great deal of confusion between the Irish Brigade and the 
Irish Volunteers was apparent ; hut for the moat part the answering 
showed careful preparation. This was especially the case with the 
Geography and English Literature. 



Middle Grade — Second Paper.— Girls. 

Report of C. E. Bastable. 

The answering was, on the whole, up to the standard of last year. 
The Literature marks were not as high, bub there was just us much 
intelligence shown. The History was slightly poorer than in last 
year’s answers ; but, on the other hand, the Geography, though not 
satisfactory, was distinctly better. 

In tlie Literature too much time seems to be devoted to learning the 
words of the text, and too little to explanation of its moaning. This 
remark also applies to the History of Literature. 

The chief defect that strikes an examiner in the History answering 
is the absence of any idea of the period as a whole. In the recent 
examination those questions specially directed to the Tudor period were 
feebly answered. 

What is most required in Geography is greater attention to the relative 
positions and areas of the different countries. The connexion between 
the physical features of a country and its political and commercial 
position should also receive more attention. 



Junior Grade. — Second Paper. — Girls. 

Report of H. J. ’Allen, m.a. 

The answers of the J unior Grade (Girls) in Washington Irving, English 
and Irish History, and General Geography,, were submitted to me for 
examination. 

In the Washington Irving the answering showed a very considerable 
acquaintance with tlie text, which had evidently been carefully studied. 
A certain proportion of the students, however, seem to have paid more 
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attention to getting up an acquaintance with the text, than to an intel- 
ligent understanding of its meaning; and while accurately pointing out 
the exact positions in which particular phrases occurred, to be unable 
to explain them further. In this respect the “ Steel CJlad Hero of L a 
Mancha,” and “ Lyly’s Euphuisms ” were the chief stumbling-blocks. 
Still this proportion of students was not larger than that which seems 
almost inevitable. 

The answering in History (both English and Irish) also showed care- 
ful study, and accuracy as regards dates was noticeable ; while some of 
the students gave evidence of considerable grasp of genealogical difficul- 
ties. At the same time the difference between 'Do Spencer and the 
Elizabethan poet seems in a large number of oases to be but imperfectly 
understood. On the whole, the questions in Irish History seemed 
quite ns popular as those in English ; thus proving that this branch is 
by no means neglected. 

With regard to the Geography there is not much to add. Some 
wild guesswork was of course indulged in. Notwithstanding this, how- 
ever, there was a largo amount of accurate and well-informed work on 
many of the papers. The answering on the Physical Geography was 
poor, and comparatively few students scored much on this side of the 
subject. 

I should perhaps add that, with very few exceptions, the ortho- 
graphy, caligraphy, and general neatness of the papers were perfectly 
satisfactory. 



Pkepabatoky Gkade.— Seconu Patou. — Gmis. 

Report of William Graham. 

The answering of the candidates in the Preparatory Grade (Girls) 
was remarkably good, and promises well for the successful study of tlia 
same subjects when they pass into the successively higher grades. The 
only deficiency I feel called on to note refers to the handwriting of a 
small proportion of the candidates, which leaves room for considerable 
improvement; as also to a certain unconsciousness on the part of some 
of the younger candidates of the completion of a sentence, or a careless- 
ness to note it either by a period or a capital letter at tho commencement 
of the succeeding sentence. These defects are relatively smaller matters 
when set against tire general level of merit ; still where the higher 
results have been attained, these smaller defects may he minimised, and 
accordingly I think some effort might ho well bestowed in endeavour- 
ing to attain this result. 



GERMAN. 

Preparatory Geade Boys. 

Report of C. A. Blxhheim. 

The work was very creditably done, and there were comparatively few 
failures. 

The grammatical answers were, on the whole, good, but the candi- 
dates require better grounding in the verbs. 
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The composition showed n fair word knowledge, and a certain acquaint- 
ance with the rales for the order of words. 

It would, however, be desirable, X believe, to add in future, as I 
suggested for the Junior Grade, a short vocabulary to the passage or 
passages for composition. 

1 The prescribed book was well preparod, and tho vocabulary thus ac- 
quired came to tho candidates in good stead in thoir translation of tho 
unprepared passage. 



Junior Grade. — Bovs. 

Keport of C. A . BucjiHEiJt. 

On the whole the work was as good as that of last year, mors 
especially as far us tlio translation of tho prepared passages was con- 
cerned. The grammar was, in general, well done, but the answers of 
most candidates showed that they required thorough recapitulation of 
the accidence, particularly of the rules referring to the substantives, 
verbs, and numerals. 

I believe I suggested already, on a former occasion, that a short 
vocabulary should be added to tho English passage or passages sot for 
translation into German in this grade. 



Middle Grade. — Boys. 

Report of 0. A. BucnnEiM. 

The work was, in general, satisfactory, though not of so high a 
standard as that of last year. Tho composition was well done by most 
and so were the prepared passages, but not many of tho candidates seem 
to have been acquainted with the historical background and import of 
Schiller’s drama ; nor could they answer the philological question; so, 
that the remark I made on tliis subject in tho Report on tho work of 
the Senior Grade also applies to that in Middle Grade. 

Some of tho candidates do not appear to have prepared tho prescribed 
books at all, or at least only very carelessly. Tho grammar was well 
done, but some answers showed that the candidates required repetition 
in the rules of accidence. 

I think it would be very desirable that tho teachers should give to 
their pupils some idea as how to proceed with thoir answers. Tho latter 
should be told that the most satisfactory way is to answer tho questions, 
as far as possible, in tho order in which they are sot, and to answer 
them at once in full, and not piecemeal in various parts of their 
pamphlets. This remark applies, in some degree, also to the way of 
answering in tho other grades. 



Senior Grade. — Boys. 

Report of G. A. Buciiheim. 

The general work was as good as that of last year, and nearly all the 
candidates passed with Honours. 

Tho prepared book-work was well done, but some candidates showed 
in their answers that they woro uttorly ignorant of the drift of the 
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historical allusions in Schiller’s “ Ballads.” and of the political ex- 
pressions in Freytag’s “ Joumalisten.” I think that the teachers should 
furnish the requisite information in all instances in which Text-books 
are not used, containing full and reliable information ; and in cases 
in which all the required explanations are given, the teacher’s should, 
see to it that the candidates acquire an accurate knowledge of them. 

The grammar and composition were mostly very good, and showed 
both a practical and theoretical acquaintance with these subjects. 

On the whole, a certain amount of intelligence was displayed in the 
answers. 



Preparatory Grade. — G' irls. 

Report of 0. A. Buciiiikim. 

The knowledge of the candidates in this Grade is, as far as it goes, very 
satisfactory. Their grammatical knowledge is, in general, good, but they 
ought to have paid more attention to the conjugation of verbs. The 
composition was, on the whole, creditable, but showed at the same time 
that the candidates required more practice in applying the rules of 
accideuce in their translations into German. Some of the candidates 
in this Grade — boys as well as girls — did not seem acquainted with tlie 
English grammatical term “ ordinal numerals," else they would probably 
have answered more correctly the question referring to this subject. 



Junior Grade. — Girls. 

Report of C. A. BucmiEi.\r. 

The work of the girls resembled in general that of (.he boys in this 
Grade, so that there is no occasion for any special Report. 



Middle Grade.— Girls. 

Report of 0. A. Buciiheim. 

The work of the girls in this Grade was, in general, also liko that of 
the boys in the same Grade, so that their performances do not call for 
any special remarks. 



Senior Grade. — Girls. 

Report of C. A. Buchiiejm. 

The remarks 1 made on the work of the boys in tho Senior Grade 
apply, in general, also to that of the girls in the same Grade. 



ITALIAN. 

Preparatory Grade. — Boys. 

Report of Luigi Ricci. 

Considering that this is the first year in which an examination was hold 
in the Preparatory, I think that the results are quite satisfactory.

Out of 43 candidates examined, there were only 3 failures — of the 
remainder 20 taking a pass and 20 scoring more than half the marks 
(maximum), including 35 per cent, of marks in grammar and prose 
composition, taken together. 

Teachers and students should give a little more time to the study of 
useful parts of the grammar, ns the numerals (for example), which were 
faulty. 



Junior Grade.- -Bo vs. 

Report of Luigi Ricci. 

This grade has been the one which has given the greatest number of 
candidates for examination — 70 — of whom 43 obtained honours, 25 
passed, and 8 failed. 

Their knowledge of grammar was satisfactory — but they were poor in 
composition. 

The numerals were faulty with several candidates. 



Middle Grade. — Boys. 

Report of Luigi Ricci. 

Thirty-three candidates preseuted themselves in this grade, of whom 
22 obtained honours, G passed ahd 5 failed. 

The grammar was very good, but the composition rather poor. 



Senior Grade. — Boys. 

Report of Luigi Ricci. 

This Grade lias clone extremely well. To teachers and students 1 
would recommend a greater study of composition, beginning with short 
paragraphs. To sucli purpose I find no English book more suitable 
than Macaulay’s Essay on Machiavclli, which should be read and 
translated into Italian as a regular part of the Italian lesson. 



Preparatory Grade.— Girls. 

Report of Luigi Ricci. 

It is owing to the fact of this being the first year in which an ex- 
amination in the Preparatory Grade was held that so few gii’ls (8) took 
part in it. They have done very well indeed, three obtaining a Pass, 
and all the others Honours. 
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Junior Grade, — Girls. 

Report of Luigi Ricci. 

Out of 24 candidates in tliis Grade no less tlian 1G passed with high 
honours, 6 got only a pass, and 2 failed. 



Middle Grade. — Girls. 

Report of Luigi Ricci. 

There were no failures in this Grade. Of sixteen candidates fourteen 
obtained high honours. 



Senior Grade. —Girls. 

Report of Luigi Ricci. 

The praise bestowed on the boys of this Grade is also merited by 
the girls, whose answers are very well given ; none failed to satisfy 
the examiner. 

The observations about Composition in the case of Senior Boys also 
apply to the Senior Girls, as this is a part in the study of a language 
which can be always improved to the greatest advantage of the student 
who desires a thorough and idiomatic knowledge of it. 



CELTIC. 

Junior, Middle, and Senior Grades. 

Report of P. W. Joyce, ll.d. 

Of the total number examined 01 per cent, obtained honours, 22 per 
cent, passed simply, and 27 per cent, failed. The proportion of failures 
this year is much, smaller than in preceding years, and consequently 
tlio average answering is better : I attribute this to the fact that tho 
Preparatory Grade drew off a number of the weakest candidates. The 
same circumstance explains why the total number of candidates in 
Celtic is very much smaller this year than it was in past years : for in 
this years Programme there is no Celtic in the Preparatory Grade. I 
have already given my opinion that tlic Programme of this Grade ought 
to include Celtic : and I gave my reasons, which need not be repeated here. 

Of the GG failures 27 made less than 10 per cent., and of these, at 
least b answered nothing at all. I do not know if it is common in other 
subjects for candidates to present themselves with almost — or absolutely 
— no preparation : but many do so in Celtic, though for a reason already 
stated the number is less this year than in past years. In preceding 
reports I expressed the opinion, which I still hold, that most of these 
can speak Irish : and they depend on their colloquial knowledge to get 
them through a detailed scientific examination — a foolish delusion. It 
is a distinct evil that young persons should get the habit of presenting 
themselves in subjects in which they have not made at least fair pre- 
paration, for it tends to encourage the idea that perhaps work is after 
all not so necessary, and that a candidate may ob tain by some sort of 
good luck what he is too idle to work for. If the habit be general, I am 
of opinion that some penalty should be imposed on those who make less 
than say 10 per cent, on any subject. 
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The theoretical knowledge of Gaelic Grammar is on the whole good. 
But in writing Gaelic, the candidates are in general very incorrect in 
such details as spelling, aspiration, eclipsis, and grammatical inflec- 
tions — all of course essential. The penmanship and formation of Irish 
letters are sometimes very had — rendering it occasionally very hard to 
decipher the writing. It seems obvious that the pupils do not get 
sufficient practice in writing tho language. Mere copying from an 
open book — if done with moderate care — is an excellent practice in 
Gaelic us well as in English and other languages. 

The knowledge possessed by a large proportion of the candidates is 
solid and of great educational value. 



DOMESTIC ECONOMY. 

Quits (Only.) 

Junior Grade. 

Report of Jane Barlow and W. Jerome Harrison. 

In the Junior Grade there were not so many vpry had papers as in 
former years ; but on the other hand, the per-ccntago of those showing 
marked excellence was not quite so large. On the whole, the papers 
were done rather hotter than iu former years. 

The weak point still appears to he a want of practical knowledge 
of tho subject. In many cases passages from the text-hooks had 
apparently been committed to memory, and were reproduced with in- 
accuracies which proved that they had not been understood. This was 
most noticeable in the questions on cooking and washing, which were 
often answered in a manner which proved the candidate to he quite 
unfamiliar with the actual processes described. 

It was rather surprising to And the question : — “ Why is milk a 
model food ” — inadequately answered by many students. The point of 
the answer lies, of course, in tlm fact that milk contains — in fairly 
accurate proportions — the three great classes of food, the nitrogenous, 
the mineral, and the carbonaceous. The omission of any reference to the 
valuable lime-salts (mineral food) contained in milk aud their hone- 
making qualities was very noticeable. 



Middle Grade. 

Report of W. J EitoME Harrison, 

In the Middle Grado tho explanation of such words (Question 2) 
as epiglottis and pepsin troubled the majority of the students greatly. 
In domestic economy there are necessarily a large number of special 
words, ancl it might be well for teachers to make lists of tlio technical 
terns occurring in tho text-books and see that the students understood 
them. The latter part of question 4 was another stumbling block, duo 
apparently to ignorance of tin; meaning of tho word farinaceous. The 
cookery questions were on the wholo well done. Students should read 
the questions very carefully, and should be sure that they understand 
them before commencing to write their answer. Eor example, question 
10 asks about grates, yet many students answered it by referring to gas* 
stoves only. 
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Senior Grade. 

Report of W. Jerome Harrison. 

Xu the Senior Grade there were many papers which it was a pleasure 
to read, and which showed a good theoretical and practical knowledge 
of the subject. The dietary asked for in question 2 was done poorly by 
a large proportion of the students ; and in question G the symptoms of 
different diseases were often “ mixed.” 

In both the Senior and the Middle Grades many answers were given to 
the questions on roasting meat, in which the operation was described as 
• conducted in an oven ; this, of course, is baking, and not roasting. 

I would remark, generally, that the subject of domestic economy is 
not one that will “ teach itself.” It is useless to put a text-book on the 
subject into a girl’s hand, and expect her to learn therefrom how to be- 
come a first-rate housewife. There should be actual and continuous 
teaching, both oral and experimental ; and the best answers will invari- 
ably be given by those students who have with their own hands practised 
the various operations referred to. 

It must also be remembered that each Grade makes a marked demand 
for additio'nal knowledge above that of the Grade which precedes it. A 
student may take “ high honours ” in the Junior Grade, but if she then 
“ rests on her oars ” (as some seem to have done), she will very probably 
fail altogether in the Middle Grade. And in the Senior Grade a like 
advance is required. 



ELEMENTARY MECHANICS. 

Senior Grade.— Boys only. 

Report of John England, d.sc. 

In the subject of Elementary Mochanics, about 25 per cent, of the 
candidates obtained honour marks, and afforded strong evidence of 
having mastered the elementary principles. The number of failures 
was considerable, viz.-, 50 per cent, of tho candidates, and a large 
number of these were ignorant of the fundamental principles, their 
preparation for the Examination apparently being confined to learning 
by rote some' formulce which they were unable to apply to examples. 



PLANE TRIGONOMETRY. 

Senior Grade. 

Report of W. R. Westropp Roberts, m.a. 

Boys. 

With the exception of those who failed, about 42 per cent, the 
answering was very satisfactory, some of the solutions exhibiting very 
considerable ingenuity and marked mathematical ability. 

Girls. 

Of the 15 girls who competed, 9 failed, and the answering of th<3 
remainder as but fairly good,, and unmarked by any brilliancy. 
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ALGEBRA AND ARITHMETIC. 

Senior Grade. — Boys and Girls. 

Report of A. W. Panton, d.jsc, 

I examined the papers of the Senior Grade (boys and girls) in 
Algebra and Arithmetic. Out of a total of 17G boys, 51 obtained 
honours, 68 passed without honours, and 57 failed. The answering, 
while fairly satisfactory, is not, I believe, as good as the average 
answering in this grade ; and is certainly not up to the standard I met 
with four or five years ago when examining the same grade in this 
subject. The falling off is more especially noticeable in the case of the 
girls. Out of a total of 33, only 6 obtained honours, 11 passed without 
honours, and 16 (or nearly 50 per cent.) failed. Among those who 
obtained honours are mauy who deserve credit for the careful manner iu 
which they have prepared a rather extensive algebraical course. 



EUCLID, 

Senior Grade. — Boys. 

Report of R. Russell, m.a. 

The answering of the boys of tho Senior Grade in Euclid was not up 
to the usual standard. 

The questions from tlic Sixth Book were not answered satisfactorily, 
many of the candidates exhibiting fairly good memories but little real 
knowledge. 

Teachers should he fully aware that a boy may bo able to write out 
a proposition fairly accurately without understanding it. One instance 
of this struck me. Some of the candidates were quite wrong in tho 
separate statement of tho condition for the equality of two ratios, aiul 
yet proved correctly that angles at the centre of a circle bear the same 
ratio to one another as the arcs on which they stand and, moreover, in 
the course of the proof stated accurately the condition for the equality 
of the ratios. 

Those who obtained honours, as a general rule, sent in good papers 
and the answering of a few was very brilliant 



Senior Grade. — Girls. 

Report of J. R. Leebody, d.sc. 

The candidates were, as a rule, well prepared in the text of Euclid 
and, in dealing with geometrical deductions, a fow of them showed 
decided mathematical ability, 
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Middle Grade. — Boys. 



Report of J. R. Leebody, d.sc. 

The results of the examination were very satisfactory. Only 9 per 
cent, of the candidates failed to pass, and almost one-lialf of those who 
passed reached the honour standard. Several of the candidates obtained 
full marks and showed by the style of their answering that they are 
likely to attain to distinction in mathematical study. 



Middle Grade. — Commercial Course. 
Report of J. II. Leebody, d.sc. 

Eleven candidates were examined, G passed and 5 failed. 



Middle Grade.— Girls. 

Report of J. R. Leebody, d.sc. 

The candidates in this grade were relatively much better prepared 
than in the Preparatory and Junior Grades. Girls who show no taste, or 
aptitude, for mathematical study do not seem to pursue the subject 
beyond the Junior Grade. Only 18 per cent, of the candidates failed 
to pass and the answering of those who passed showed, in most cases, 
careful and intelligent geometrical study. 



Junior Grade — Boys. 

Report of J. England, d.sc., J. Deighan Lynam, m.a., and 
R. Russell, m.a. 

The answering of the boys in this grade in Euclid was good. 

Several candidates obtained full marks. 

It will perhaps bo useful if we point out some of the defects in the 
answers. 

In many of the proofs there was a great deal of unnecessary repetition — 
e.ff., a boy in comparing two triangles will have stated that “ AJB=PQ 
and BC = QR and <ABC = <PQR” j and instead of stating the conclu- 
sion at once, he says : “ therefore the two triangles have two sides of 
one respectively equal to two sides of the other, and the contained angles 
equal : therefore (1-4) the triangles are equal in every respect.” 

In the preparation of boys in this subject teachers should insist on 
conciseness. The more concise the answer, so long as the reasoning is 
complete, the more readily is it understood. The number of abbrevia- 
tions is on the increase, and we think the extensive use of them leads 
to confusion with beginners. We give a few instances where algebraic 
symbols are used in quite a wrong sense. 

“AB + BO = PQ + QR” is often used to signify that AB = PQ and BC =» 
QR ; ** AB + BC + CA = PQ + QR + RP ! ' to signify that the three Bides of 
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one triangle are respectively equal to tlie three sides of another. The 
u rectangle AB + BC ” to signify the rectangle contained by AB and 
BO and “ rectangle 2 AB + BC ” to mean twice the rectangle contained 
by AB and BC. 

The “'squares on AB + BC” and “(AB + BC) 2 ” to mean the sum of the 
squares on AB and BC. 

“AC 2 ” (where AC is the diagonal) to represent the area of a square. 

Several candidates who obtained very high marks broke down over 
question 2, being evidently confused concerning the property of parallel 
lines by which the proposition must be proved. 

The proof of question 7 was in many cases incomplete, those even 
of the candidates who made use of the re-entrant angle being in many 
cases very uncertain of its application. 

Several pupils seem to have been pushed on to the second and third 
books of Euclid without any knowledge whatever of the first, or, in- 
deed, of the elementary principles of geometrical proof. 



Junior Grade. — Girls. 

Report of J. R. Leebody, d.sc. 

The results of tlie examination in this grade were decidedly better 
than in the Preparatory Grade. The per-contage of failures was 44, and 
this figure would have been largely reduced had l here not been a con- 
siderable number of entirely unprepared candidates. More than one 
half of those who passed reached the honour standard and some of them 
made excellent answering. 



Preparatory Grade. — Boys. 

Report of Thomas W. Invvood, b.a., and J. Deigiian Lynam, m.a. 

The number of good papers sent up in this subject was remarkably 
high, considering the age of the candidates, and a few boys actually 
obtained full marks. On the other hand, of those who failed, a large 
number failed badly. It is a pity that teachers should waste their 
energies on trying to force pupils through an examination in which they 
have no possible chance of success. 

The propositions wore, as a rule, known well by 'the successful 
candidates. The first two of the exercises were reasoned out correctly 
by a very fair percentage of the candidates ; they were, however, of an 
extremely simple character. 

It would perhaps be well, in the case of beginners, to point out 
some of the common mistakes of a general nature observed in the 
answering. One of these was the use of wrong abbreviations, such 
as putting the sign for “ less than ” when “greater than ” was meant ; 
or, again, using for “ rectangle ” the abbreviation commonly accepted for 
“parallelogram.” Another matter to be impressed on young pupils 
is, that they should avoid using the same letter to denote different points 
in the same diagram. It is obvious that through mistakes of this sort 
candidates are liable to lose marks when in reality they know the work. 
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Preparatory Grade. — Girls. 

Report of J. E. Leebody, d.sc. 

The results of the examination, taken as a whole, were not satisfactory, 
as 58 per cent, of the candidates examined failed to pass. The high 
per-centage of failures, however, was largely due to the fact that a number 
of candidates presented themselves who were quite ignorant of the sub- 
ject. The majority of those who passed had a fair knowledge of tho 
text of Euclid, and a few of them showed some capacity for dealing 
with geometrical deductions. 



ALGEBRA. 

Senior Grade. — Commercial Course. 

Report of A. W. Panton, d.sc. 

Only three candidates presented themselves for examination, and 
none of them showed any acquaintance with the subject. Two failed 
altogether to obtain, marks, and the third succeeded in answering only 
one question. 



Middle Grade. — Boys. 

Report of Rev. Francis Lennon. 

The answering of the- boys in Middle Grade Algebra lias been ON* 
tremely good. Nearly seventy per cent. (68 - G) have succeeded in pas- 
sing, and more than half of these with honours. In only one particular 
have I noticed a general weakness : a question in fractional indices, 
by no means difficult, has been passed over by many and only partially 
answered even by boys who have obtained honour marks in the othe r 
parts of the paper. 



Middle Grade. — Commercial Course. 

Report of Rev. Francis Lennon. 

Of fhe twelve candidates examined in the commercial department 
of Middle Grade Algebra, only three have succeeded in qualifying for 
pass. Many of the others have yet to learn even tho notation of 
Algebra. 



Middle Grade.— -Girls. 

Report of Rev. F. Lennon. 

Tho average answering of the girls in Middle Grade Algebra is 
good, but the per-centage of those who have qualified for honours is 
small. Most of the candidates show considerable skill in the use of 
factors. It is chiefly in dealing with fractional indices and equations 
with literal coefficients that improvements are desirable. 
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Junior Grade. — Boys. 

Report of Wm. Bergin, m.a., Rev, Francis Lennon, and 
A. W. Panton, d.sc. 

We beg to report that we examined the answers of 1,953 boys of 
the Junior Grade in Algebra. Of these 540 passed with honours; 
50G without honours, and 907 failed. Wo consider that a fair propor- 
tion of those wlio presented themselves for examination obtained 
honours, and amongst them are many boys possessing marked ability 
and carefully prepared in the subject. Several obtained full marks, 
yet we cannot regard the result as on the whole satisfactory, such a 
large proportion (about 4GJ percent.) having failed to pass, and among 
these are a large number of boys who obtained no marks at all and 
exhibited a complete ignorance of the subject. 



Junior Grade. — Girls. 

Report of John England, d.sc. 

Although the number of failures in this grade was- considerable, 
being about 50 per cent, of the candidates, there wore very few who 
did not show some knowledge of the subject, the failures being prin- 
cipally due to inaccuracy in working the examples, evidently arising from 
want of sufficient practice in elementary rules. Several of the candi- 
dates who worked the examples in equations creditably failed in the 
examples in Highest Common Factor and Lowest Common Multiple. 

Of the candidates who passed about one moiety obtained honour 
marks. 



Preparatory G hade. — Roys. 

Report of Wm. Bergin, m.a., and W. R. Westropi* Roiierts, m.a 

A largo proportion of the boys who presented themselves for exami- 
nation have failed. That these bad received but little good teaching 
was evident, both from their want of accuracy in working, and their 
inability to comprehend the nature of, the solutions of several of the 
questions they attempted to solve. 

But of those who passed, the answering was, on the whole, very good, 
and indicative of sound teaching and careful preparation. 

Nearly half the number who passed received passes with honours 



Preparatory Grade. — Girls. 

Report of Wm. Bergin, m.a. 

The answering, on the whole, was unsatisfactory, a large proportion 
of the candidates having failed. Of these, many, whilst attempting 
several of the questions, exhibited complete ignorance of the most 
elementary rules of Algebra. 

Of those who passed, a fair proportion received honours, and in many 
instances gave evidence of most careful training. 
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ARITHMETIC. 

Senior Grade. — Commercial Course. 
Report of S. FitzPatrick. 

Only two candidates — both failed. 



Middle Grade. — Commercial Course. 

Report of S. FitzPatrick. 

Only 1 3 candidates presented themselves in tills paper. Of these 3 gob 
honours, 4 passed, and G failed. Seven of the twelve questions set 
were the same as in the ordinary Middle Grade, tbe others required 
for their solution a knowledge of the important foreign coins and 
measures, in a very few instances was there evidence of any care being 
taken to acquire such knowledge. 



Middle Grade. — Ordinary Course. — Boys and Girls, 

Report of S. FitzPatkick. 

The answering of the boys was most satisfactory, only 23 per cent, 
failing to pass, while 38 per cent, obtained honours, many on such 
excellent answering as to make one wish it were possible to. give special 
awards to the schools that devoted the necessary time to, and employed 
teachers capable of giving such a thorough knowledge of, so important 
a subject. 

For 60 per cent, of the girls the paper was too difficult. This is not 
due to inability on the part of the girls to learn serious arithmetic, but 
is wholly attributable to the schools not providing competent teachers. 
"Where the teaching is good, the girls’ work compares very favourably 
with that of the boys. Of the 204 candidates, 42 per cent, failed, 43 
per cent, passed, and 15 per cent, obtained honours. 



Junior Grade. — Boys. 

Report of S. FitzPatrick and Arthur A. Rambaut, d.sc. 

The answering of the Junior Grade boys lias been, on the whole, 
satisfactory. Of all that entered, one-third obtained honours, one-third 
passed, and one-third failed. Many of the papers were excellent, and 
should satisfy any examiner as to the praiseworthy character of the 
arithmetical teaching in many of our schools. Neat work, accurate 
calculations, and well thought-out solutions characterized most of the 
honour papers. It is a pity that there are still so many schools in- 
capable of producing such valuable results. Among the failures there 
were very many who could not secure the value of a single question, 
showing total unpreparedness for the examination. Questions outside 
the ordinary rules, and which demand steady reflection, are still the 
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great stumbling block to most of tbe candidates, but year after year 
there is an increasing improvement, and the large number of those 
w ho this year got honours on a fairly difficult paper is strong evidence 
that the boys of many Intermediate schools are taught to think for 
themselves. 



Junior Grade. — Girls. 

Report of IS. T. O’Brien. 

There 'were many instances of good and careful teaching among the 
candidates this year-, and the per-eentage of successes (57) compares I 
think fairly with that of previous years. It also appears to me that 
there was a greater degree of industry shown in the work than on 
many former occasions — the actual blanks being comparatively few- — 
but I cannot speak very favourably of tbe answering generally, as much 
of it was uncertain, slovenly, and difficult to follow, and even among 
some of the best candidates the move simple questions produced answers 
so wild as to show a great want of reflection. It would be well if girl 
candidates were caused to understand that their chances of success 
would be greater if they did a fair portion of work carefully and well, 
rather than filling page after page with hurried inconclusive figuring, as 
is their wont. The absence of good and concise method is a serious 
fault in most of tbo girls’ work which came before me. 



Preparatory Grade.— Boys. 

Report of E. T. O’Brien and Arthur A. Ramraut, d.sc. 

The answering of the boys in the Preparatory Grade has been most 
satisfactory. Tho large number of those who passed, and of those who 
obtained honours, does great credit to the efficiency with which the 
teachers have done their work. The fact, however, that very many of 
the successful candidates came to grief in the fith, 8th, and 14th 
questions, which required a little thought on their part, seems to show 
that they are not sufficiently practised in thinking out a question for 
themselves when it does not corno directly under airy of tho ordinary 
rules. 



Preparatory Grade, — Girls. 

Report of Arthur A. Rambaut, d.sc. 

Although not quite up to tho boys in the same Grade, the answering 
of the Preparatory Grade girls has been most satisfactory, and reflects 
great credit both on themselves and their teachers. There were, how- 
ever, a larger proportion than in the case of the boys, of those who 
failed, who proved themselves unable to answer even a single question 
correctly, thus showing themselves quit unfit for the examination, but 
the majority of those who passed and of those who obtained honours 
did their work neatly and. well, and showed evidences of intelligent 
reflection in the forms of thoir solutions. More might be done, how- 
ever, in this respect as a groat many successful candidates came sadly 
to grief, from want of thought, in the Gtb, Sth, and 14th questions. 
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BOOK-KEEPING AND ACCOUNTS. 

Senior Grade. 

Report of E. T. O’Brien. 

As only three candidates presented themselves and all wero had 
failures I need make no remarks on the answering. 



Middle Grade. 

Report of E. T. O’Brien. 

Of twelve candidates who presented tliemselvos eight were successful, 
three obtaining honour marks, but I regret to state that none of the 
answering showed any approach to a thorough knowledge of the subject. 



NATURAL PHILOSOPHY'. 

Senior Grade. — Boys and Girls. 

Report of J. H. Stewart, b.sc. 

The answering of the Senior Grade students in Natural Philosophy 
was, on the whole, satisfactory. It must bo mentioned, however, that 
about a dozen of them knew nothing whatever of tlie subject and sent 
in what practicaBy amounted to blank answer books. The second part 
of the first question, and the fourth question, woro only answered satis- 
factorily two or three times each. Tlie answering was pretty evenly 
distributed over the other questions, the three numerical ones con- 
tributing rather more marks than the others. While in many instances 
there was evidence of sound and practical teaching, in somo cases it was 
but too clear that the student was trying to describe phenomena he had 
never himself observed. There was no special feature in tlie answering 
of the girls, except that it was much worse than that of the boys. Of 
the six girl candidates but one passed, and the remaining five did not 
make an average of ten per cent, of the maximum marks. 



Middle Grade. — Boys and Girls. 

Report of Thomas Preston, m.a. 

The answering of the Middle Grade candidates in Natural Philosophy 
was weak and characterised generally by several very common errors. 
Thus, in comparing the conductivities of two or more metal bars 
heated at one end, and coated with wax, the vast majority of tlie can- 
didates said that the best conductors were those from which the wax 
melted off most rapidly. Some of the girls and a few of the boys, how- 
ever, called attention particularly to this point, and stated correctly that 
the heat conductors were those on which the wax melted off furthest, 
hut then fell into the error of stating that the conductivities of the 
bars were proportional to the lengths of wax ultimately melted off. 
This mistake appears to he very common, tlie conductivities of the bars 
are not as the lengths but as the squares of the lengths of wax melted 
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off. The Middle Grade studentswere scarcely expected to know so much 
as this, but if they are taught anything about the matter their informa- 
tion should be correct. 

A number of students also made bad mistakes in defining the specific 
heat of a body. Such, for example, as saying that the specific heat of a 
body i 3 the quantity of heat it contains at 0°, or at 1° C, and some who 
appeared to have hopelessly mixed up the Dynamical and Caloric theories 
of beat with the Dynamical Equivalent, said that “ the Dynamical 
Equivalent supposes heat to bo an elastic fluid, caused by the vibrations 
of the particles of a body.” 

A practically impossible method of determining the velocity of sound in 
a wooden rod six feet long, was given by a great number of candidates. 
The method described consisted in the observer listening at one end of 
the rod, while a friend scratched the other end with a pin, and estimating 
the interval of time between the a rrival of the sound propagated through 
the wood and that coming through the air. 

Attention is called to these answer’s because I consider it well that 
teachers should know the nature of the mistakes which young students 
are liable to fall into, so that they may be specially guarded against in 
the beginning of a new and difficult subject. 



Junior Grade. — Boys. 

Keport of Thomas Preston, m.a., and J. H. Stewart, b.so. 

The answering of tbe Junior Grade boys in Natural Philosophy was 
fairly good all round, and in some cases remarkably clear and correct. 
A general weakness was shown in definitions of the terms used in the 
subject, even by those who were able to work the numerical exercises 
correctly. Thus a great number of candidates said that unit force was 
“that power which would raise one pound through a height of one foot 
in a second,” and that the centre of gravity of a body was ft that point 
which when supported the whole body is supported.” Some candidates, 
who even confounded the centre of gravity of a body with its specific 
heat, nevertheless worked correctly a comparatively difficult exercise on 
the centre of gravity of four particles. Finally we think it well to 
mention that the experiment cited by many to prove that air has weight 
was not conclusive. It merely proves the existence of a pressure in 
the air, and to complete the proof it would be necessary to show that 
this pressure varied with the height above the surface of the earth, 
several other students, in proving that air has weight, employed the 
method of weighing but unfortunately used a bladder instead of a flask 
or globe. 



Junior Grade — Girls. 

Keport of J. H. Stewart, b.so. 

The report which my colleague and I have drawn up regarding the 
answering of the Junior Grade boys may be taken as applying equally 
to that of the girls. The latter, however, was of a decidedly lower 
standard than the former. This, however, was to be expected in the 
of such a subject as Natural Philosophy, where high-class teaching 
a Rd adequate experimental illustration cannot easily be procured for 
Tei 7 small classes. In all only twenty-six Junior Grade girls were 
examined in this subject.

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Report of the Intermediate 

CHEMISTRY. 

Junior, Middle, and Senior Grades. — (Boys and Girls). 

Report of John Campbell, m.b. 

Instances of ignorance of tlie details of common cliemioal processes, 
and of the physical properties of ordinary chemical substances, were 
but too. numerous. 

In answering No, 1 Junior Grade, many candidates confined themselves 
to giving the names of the substances employed, omitting to mention 
what apparatus should be used, and whether beat was necessary or not 

The answers of several boys in this grade made it clear that they 
were imperfectly acquainted with the appearance of ferrous sulphate 
(green vitriol). 

Many of the Middle Grade boys had never seen iodine, and not & 
single candidate in that grade answored No. 7 fully. The ordinary mode 
of preparing olefiant gas was generally given in these words, “act on alcohol 
with sulphuric acid,” no mention was made of the relative quantities of 
the two substances, no mention of the temperature at which this chemical 
change occurs. Again, in attempting No'. 3 in the Middle Grade, very 
few of the boys gave all the details of the. preparation of nitric acid. 

In the Senior Grade, not a single candidate answored No. ‘J fully; 
the product required could not be satisfactorily obtained by the process 
as described by any of the candidates. The product-referred to is a very 
common reagent. 

Evidences of cramming were most numerous in the Junior Grade. 

In tlie three grades the girls were inferior to the boys. 



DRAWING. 

OBJECT DRAWING. 

Senior Grade — Boys and Girls. 

Report of Thomas M. Lindsay. 

I have to report that in the Object Drawing of the Senior Grade, the 
majority of the drawings produced by the girls are in everyway 
superior to those of the boys, thus reversing the order of last year. 

Several of the girls’ drawings show great accuracy, and are Bhaded 
with considerable delicacy and artistic skill. 

I notice, especially among tlie boys’ drawings, too many examples of 
bad shading while, in not a few cases, the preliminary outline has not 
been intelligently given. In a number of instances, the difference 
between the tones of the objects seems not to have been understood so 
that tlie white cup is shaded to look as dark as the book behind, and 
no reflection has been indicated upon the spoon. In other cases the 
effect of the group has been greatly marred by the introduction of 
heavy or unnecessary backgrounds. 

I would point out that the best drawings have been produced with 
pencil, the Cont6 crayon and stumping powder not appearing to be 
sufficiently understood. 

Experience shows that the use of the pencil is more easily acquired 
and that what is lost in depth of tone is compensated for by the greater 
facility, accuracy and delicacy to be obtained. 
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PERSPECTIVE AND PROJECTION OF SHADOWS, &c. 

Senior Grade. — Boys and Girls. 

Report of Thomas Scully, b.e. 

In this grade the general answering was even worse than in the Middle 
Grade. In both these subjects (Perspective and Projection of Shadows, 
<fec.), the same want of soundness that characterised the answering 
in the Middle Grade was apparent — only more so. In Perspective the 
girls, on the whole, showed a somewhat better knowledge of the subject 
than the boys, but in Projection of Shadows both were exceedingly 
bad, especially the girls, who were responsible for some curious pro- 
ductions. The answers to Question No. 1 were for the most part utter 
nonsense. Nos. 2 and 3 were fairly treated by those who attempted 
them, while No. 4 was correctly done by most of the students, but the 
three questions on Shadows, N os. 5, 6, and 7, were wretchedly handled. 
No. 5 was not done by anyone, one or two candidates seem to have 
set about it correctly, but were unable to finish it. Many attempted 
No. 6, but only a few completed it, although it was about as simple a 
question as could be given. The answering to No. 7 was little better 
than that to No. 5. 

Many of the boys enclosed blank sheets of paper. 



FREEHAND. 

Middle Grade. — Boys. 

Report of Thomas M. Lindsay. 

In this class there is a manifest improvement on the work of former 
years. Though the example selected to be copied was cf considerable 
difficulty, the general scheme has been, in most cases, well expressed, 
the details have been correctly drawn, and a large number of the 
drawings show decided artistic feeling. 



Middle Grade. — Girls. 

Report of A. W. Fenton Langman. 

The work in this section is very satisfactory indeed. 

There are some students who neglect to look for continuity of form 
and thus make parts of the same growth broken and stepped in 
appearance. 

The line, instead of being flowing and rich, is somewhat rigid and 
black. A firm line does not mean a black groove. 

Grouping of details wants more attention. 



PRACTICAL GEOMETRY. 

Middle Grade. — Boys and Girls. 

Report of Thomas Scully, b.e. 

The answering (for both boys and girls) in the subjects included 
under this head was of a very low standard, scarcely a single student 
in either class showing anything like a sound knowledge of his, or her, 
, F 2 
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Bepmi of the Intermediate 

■work. The questions in Descriptive Geometry (Nos. 1 and 2) were 
about the easiest that could he set in this particular branch, yet many 
of the Btudents seemed scarcely to know what they mennt. No. 1 
was partly answered by the majority, hut very rarely done completely. 
No. 2 was properly done by only about half the students, while the 
answering in Orthographic and Isometrio Projection was very bad in- 
deed, a large number having but the vaguest idea of the difference between 
the two systems. Question No. 3, (hi and (6), was generally -answered, 
as far as the first part (a), but (h), the important portion, was satis- 
factorily accounted for by scarcely a single student, some of the inter- 
pretations being extraordinary. Question No. 4 seemed to be 
misunderstood by all save a very few, and of these only two or 
three knew how to set about it. No. 5 was rarely attempted, hut 
those who did so usually did it correctly. Nos. 6 and 7 were 
attempted by a good many, hut received the most imperfect treatment, 
save from a small proportion. 

The knowledge of Isometrio Projection possessed by the boys was 
bad, but the girls seem to have been hardly able to grasp it at all. 

Amongst those who received no marks were many who contented 
themselves with enclosing blank sheets of paper. 

A curious feature of the girls’ papers was a tendency to put in 
meaningless construction lines. 



FREEHAND. 

Junior Grade — Bovs. 

Report of A. W. Fenton Hangman and Thomas Scully, b.e. 

The general proficiency is fairly satisfactory, nearly 11 per cent, of 
the students showing thorough capability, and scoring over 200 marks. 
Amongst these were some really good exercises, completing very closely 
for full marks. 

Fully 67 per cent., however, failed to get more than half marka 

This is not surprising, considering that the power of drawing, to some 
extent, is a natural talent. There were, however, some students who 
seem to have taken up the subject simply for obtaining marks, but 
the number of such exercises was small, the really had ones averaging 
less than 30 per cent. Those for which no marks could possibly he 
given did not amount to more than 5 per cent, of the entire number. 

To one point with regard to the execution of a drawing it would 
be well to draw the attention of future candidates, that is, the proper 
use and not abuse of India-rubber. It is quite correct to use the India- 
rnbber very sparingly, and if possible not at all, hut there are very few 
persons who can put every line in the right pilaoe and with the right 
shape, at once. 



Junior_Grade — Girls. 

Report of A. W. Fenton Hangman. 

The mass of the vase does not seem to have been grasped 'properly, 
for, in many cases, the flutings — which are very difficult — are much 
better in drawing than tho vase itself. The method of execution is too 
often careless and untidy. 
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It is very satisfactory to see that the work has been done in an 
honest, straightforward manner (i.e., no tracing or squaring). 

In future, candidates would do well to make sure of the proportions 
of the larger forms first. 



PRACTICAL. GEOMETRY. 

Junior Grade. — Boys. 

Report of P. J. Prendergast, c.e. 

I consider the answering of the candidates in this course on the whole 
satisfactory, some very excellent papers were sent in, hut I regret to 
say a large number failed to show any knowledge whatever of the sub- 
ject, being allowed to enter without any preparation, evidently depending 
on making a pass in Freehand Drawing. 

I should bring the attention of the toJiclicrs to the fact that a large 
proportion of the candidates, whoso answering on the more difficult 
questions was very good, failed in the elementary ones, whore the 
measurement of angles occurred. This must only result from want of a 
protractor at the examination or, having one, not knowing the use 
of it. 



J unior Grade — Girls. 

Report of A. W. Fenton Hangman. 

Unfortunately there are too many students who should not have pre- 
sented themselves in this subject. 

Many candidates do not give the geometrical construction, step by 
step, but avail themselves too much of the use of the protractor. 

There are, also, very few candidates that understand a scale, in fact, 
hardly any have attempted that question. 

In the solid Geometry it is even worse, although the mistakes have 
arisen from not reading the questions carefully. 



FREEHAND. 

Preparatory Grade — Boys. 

Report of Tiiomas Lindsay. 

Tiie results of this— tlio first year’s Preparatory Examination— are 
most satisfactory, there being a high percentage of Passes. The great 
majority of the drawings indicate capable teaching, being properly set 
out, well-proportioned, and finished with a good firm outline. 



Preparatory Grade — Girls. 

Report of A. W. Fenton Hangman. 

On the whole, this subject lias boon treated in a satisfactory manner, 
wid especially for a first year. 

There are, however, two great faults, and both are in the direction of 
proportion, viz., the height and proportion of the seat, and the relative 
size of the second object to tho chair.

Candidates should have left out the small oblong in the back of tho 
chair, rather than put it in as carelessly as some have done. It is also 
very evident, from the lack of flow in both the straight lines and curves, 
that the fingers are held too near the point of the pencil. 



BOTANY. 

Junior, Middle, and Senior Grades. — Girls only. 

Report of E. P. Wright, m.d. 

I have to report that the answering in Botany in the Senior and 
Middle Grades was very good ) it showed not only a fair general 
knowledge of the subject, but also that time and labour had been spent 
in acquiring it. 

The answering in the Junior Grade was not satisfactory ; it proved 
beyond a doubt that, in many cases, there had been no instruction given 
to the pupils in the subject. In several instances no attempt to answer 
the questions was made, while in others it was simply stated that Botany 
was not known. That the questions were not too difficult would seem 
proved by the fact that they were fairly well answered in 75 out of the 
129 returns, but even among the seventy-five the need of practical 
instruction was hut too evident, and not one-fifth of this number passed 
with honours. 

In my opinion, it is impossible for the junior student to acquire a 
correct knowledge of Botany by tho study of any book, and that unless 
the subject is practically taught in the schools, it is a mistake for them 
to allow their students to enter their names for the examination. 



MUSIC. 

J cjnior, Middle, and Senior Grades. — (Girls only). 

Report of T. G. R. Joze, mus.d. 

I beg to report that having carefully examined the answer hooks in 
music ( J unior, Middle, and Senior Grades) I am pleased to state that 
the great majority of the candidates showed that they possessed a fairly 
good knowledge of the subject. In the Senior Grade, however, the con- 
trapuntal skill displayed was not as a rule praiseworthy, and there were 
also instances of vague ideas as to Musical Form and History, some very 
remarkable information having been given me under the latter heading. 

In the Middle Grade there were many cases of imperfect answering 
as regards the meanings of musical terms in ordinary use, and the 
names of the composers of well-known oratorios and operas were often 
inaccurately given. In the Junior Grade the same remarks are also 
applicable, and, in addition, notes and their appropriate rests, and the 
various forms of the minor scale were evidently not understood by ft 
considerable number of candidates. In conclusion, I trust that in future 
the candidates may be able to do better work as regards the writing of 
four part harmony as well as the other subjects I have already alluded to.

The Burke Memorial Prizes. 

A Bum of money, subscribed in memory of the late Thomas Henry 
Burke, Esq., Under Secretary to the Lord Lieutenant, was transferred 
by the Burke Memorial Committee, on 18tli March, 1884, to the Inter- 
mediate Education Board for Ireland, who undertook to administer the 
Fund in accordance with the following Rules — (the sum funded is 
£1,222 18s, lid Consols): — 

I. The annual income from the fund shall be applied in paying three 

Prizes, one of £16, one of £10, and a second of £10 ; any surplus or 
deficiency to be apportioned in the same ratio. If, in the opinion of the 
Commissioners, sufficient merit be not shown by the Candidates com- 
peting to justify the award of any or either of tho Prizes, the amount 
of such Prize may be, at the discretion of the Board, withheld and added 
to the principal. * * 

II. No student shall be qualified to receive these Prizes except the 
children of persons who are, or have been, in receipt of salary or pension 
in Ireland, paid out of money derived from Parliamentary Grants, 
Rates or Taxes, other than members of the Naval or Military Services, 
not being also in Civil employment. 

III. The Prizes shall be awarded as follows : — that of £16 to the 
Boy whom, at the annual Examination in the Junior Grade among 
Male Candidates qualified in the manner expressed in the next preceding 
Rule, the Board shall adjudge to rank highest in answering ; One Prize 
of £10 to the Boy whom in the same Grade at such Examination the 
Board shall adjudge to rank second among such persons in answering ; 
and the other of £10 to the Girl whom, at such Examination in the 
same Grade, among Female Candidates qualified in the manner aforesaid 
the Board Bhall adjudge to rank highest in answering. 

IY. The decision of the Board shall be final and decisive in deter- 
mining whether the Candidates fulfil the conditions of the third Rule. 

V. The Board may deduct all expenses connected with tho trust from 
the yearly income.
